Shanghai, Sept. 19.—The 
ugents of the American 
Isbrandtsen ine ships, 
Flying Clipper and Flying 
Independent, ‘which ‘broke 
the Nationalist blockade of 
Communist-held ‘Shanghai 
on Sunday said they would 
sail for New York in a few 
days with 10,000 tons ‘of 
cargo ‘and a small number 
of passengers and mail, 


The “double blockade run’ 
caused o big stir here, - More- 
over, the cargo that the ships 
carricd was the largest consign- 
ment since the. final days of 
normal trade before the Com- 
munist occtpatlon of Shanghal, 
The-—cargo —includes— cotton; 
which will be fed into textile 
mills here, 


Heretofore, only two small 
ships managed to run the 
Natlonalist blockade. They were 
the British ships, Edith Moller 
and Lzongbee. 


Observers believed that the 
arrival of the American ships 
might mark ao turning point In 
the blockade sltuatton and that 
other big vessels now might at- 
tempt entry, * 


The Foreign Trade Bureau 
has- approved officially the en- 
try of the American evacuation 
ship, General Gordon, which Is 
expected here on September 
23.—United Press.
